Genuinenesa of the Epistle. The Epistle lo the Rom 
as a whole is universally admitted to be the work of St. Taul. 
Clitics who have lieely assailed the Pauline authorship of, for 
instance, Ephesians have left Romaas alotie. External testi- 
mony, in early allu^ioos and quotations, is ample. But internal 
testimony, in the court of common sense, is abundantly adequate. 
It would demand a lai^e credulity to believe that this Letter, 
in which long ranges of strong and subtle thought are inextric- 
ably interwoven with the deepest personal eicperiences and 
emotions, coQld be the product of literary personation ; an ait 
which can scarcely be said to have come to any sort of maturity 
till within modern times. 

integrity of the Epistle, But a question has been raised 
whether theEpistle left St. Panl'shaods just aswehaveit. Some 
features of the text, from the end of chap. xvi. onwards, invite 
inquiry of this sort. Are chaps, xv. and xvi., though certainly 
by St. Paul, suitable to a Letter to Rome? Paiticularly, does the 
list of names, xvi. I-IJ> fall in with his relation to the Roman 
Mission? For we gather plainly from the Epistle that he had not 
yet visited Rome. Yet here is a group of names, of unexampled 
length, many of them mentioned with peculiar personal affection, 
add all belong lo residents at Rome, May not this passage 
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have crept in somehow from elsewhere? Might not Phlegon, 
Palrobas, Persis and [he test have been, for eitample, Philippian 
anian friends, and may not a message to them have 
fallen oat of its true place, and then have been added somehow 
to the Roman letter f 

To this and similar questions il appears suffii^ienl to reply by 
a few brief notes of facU First, not a single known manuscript 
of the Epistle (there are some 30a such), unless accidentally 
injured, fails to give the Epistle complete, comprising these 
chapters in the received older ; with the sole exception of the 
great final Doxology (on which sie the note in this volume)- 
As i^ards St. Paul's intimacy with a latge group of Roman 
re^dents, the difBcuky cannot be thought serious. Rome was 
a centre to which there was perpetual gravitation from att parts 
of the Empire. We have only to araume that his old friends 
Aquila and PrisciKa had recently migrated back (Acts icviii, 2) 
to Rome from the Levant, and that what they had done had been 
done, in the course of a few years, by one here and another 
there of St. Paul's converts or other Christian acquaintance in 
Macedonia, Achaia, Galatia, or Asia, and we have more thaa 
enough to account for the greetings of chap. nvi. 

It is remarkable, by the way, that many of the names in that 
chapter, Amelias, Urbantis, Tryphena, Sufus, Fhi/alegus, and 
others, are names found at Rome in cemeteries of the imperial 
^e used for members (frcedmen or slaves) of 'Ciesar's house- 
hold ' (iK note in this volimie on Phil. iv. 22). 

The late Prof. Hort, one of the most fearless while sober 
and learned of recent English critics, in an essay printed in 
Bishop Ijghtfoot's BibKca! SluditSy has unreservedly defended 
the practical entirety, as we have it, of out Epistle. ^^^ 
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Mill of his mtdiiationi on date and drcumstaDCf s 
id reaKniing u to the lolidhy of the hutoric basis 
of Ihe Chtbtioa Cutb. 

PUce. Thill we may be sore, wu Corinth. Ccnehrea, one 
erf tlw port* of Corinth, was tmdenlly near by (xvi. i), while 
x^. 33 obTunllly refers to ' the city ' as the place of writing. 
MoHOvcT, xn. 33 tells u» that Si. Paul was then suying with 
one Gaini, and t Cor. i. 14 gives vs a Gains as a Corinthian 
doKly connected with St. Paul. 

Deetliution. We know curiously lilile of the b^nnings of 
Chriltianity in Rome. We have ' Romans by residence, Jews 
and proKlytei,' mentioned (Acts vii. 11) among the heaters o: 
the (iolpel on the day of Pentecost. Of these no doubt somt 
may have returned to the City with both will and power t 
ptcach. In Acts xviii. i we have Aijoita and Prisdlla, Christ! 
JewB (ttieir Christianity is surely implied), 'lately come fi 
Italy,' and evidently from Rome itself (lo which they 
retnmed before St. Paul wrote to the Romans). But we h 
no other certain datum. There is no trace in the Epistle of 
presence of any Apostle, then or previously, in Rome.

This may well have su^estcd to him 
tha thought of some extended message to them and the Church. 
S. The Apostle's thoughts had long been gravitating towards 
Some. Not many months before (Acts xlx. 21) he had said 
with a peculiar emphasis, '/ muil see Rome'; referring, we 
may suppose, not only to an inference of his own mind from 
ciicnm stances around him, as his work advanced and developed, 
but to some Divine intimation Up. Acts xiiii. ii) that a 
visit to the Metropolis was piLrt of his Master's plan for him. 
The natural and the supernatural, as so often, would combine 
as factors in the conviction. His work, directed always to great 
centres, as far as possible, was now obviously tending to com- 
pletion in the Levant, and he was free to look westward. 
Aquila and Priacilla, hb dear fellow. workers, were now in the 
Capital. Other friends [set our remarks above, on the Integrity 
of the Epistle, p. V.) were gathering there also. Meanwhile, 
Rome, for the Apostle of ' the Nations,' most always bave been 
the point of supreme interest and purpose. It would need bat 
a slight impulse to set his thought and his movements in that 
direction. Add to this the high probability that, as before this 
time in Asia Minor (Acts svi. 6, 7), so now, ' the Spirit,' in 
messages sent through inspired Christian 'prophets' {ep. 
Acts xxi. 10, 11), himself included, had been saying to him, 
' Thou must see Rome ' ; and we have ample possible occasion 
for some special commanication with the city. 
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3. The farm taken by th^it commimication doubtleas b&d its 
assignable motives also. Broadly spea.king, the Epistle falla 
into three main portions. The first, chaps, i.-viii. induBive, 
is in effect a prolonged and cantinuaus exposition of Divine 
silvation (in its widest and deepest sense) in view of human sin ; 
talcing special notice, at the outset, of Clie cases of the Jew and 
of the non-Jew successively. The second, chaps. is.-iL, is a. 
paclicular discussion of the grave problem of Jewish rejection of 
the true Jewish Messiah, broadening into an exposition (as by a. 
prophet) of the fiiture of the Divine purpose towards Israel. 
The third, chaps, xii.-ivi., while it includes at the close St. 
Paul's personal salutations, and Eonie account of his plans, is 
mainly a discussion of Christian duty in the sphere of common 
life (b^ no means forgetting the life of the Slate), and then also 
of Church life, as the problems emerge which are created by 
differences of opinion and practice among ChrisSans, especially 
differences connected with varying views of Judaic discipline. 

As we ask oarsetves what light such a form throws upon the 
motives which occasioned it, the answer may be somewhat thus, 
- The Roman Mission presented two main phenomena. It was 
on the one hand, by its unique locality, a most representative 
Gentile Mission. On the other hand it was one of those Missions 
where that anxious problem of the primeval Church, the position 
and obligation of the Jewish Law, was brought (not, as in 
Golalia, into intense prominence, but slil!) inlo prominence, by 
the presence among the disciples of a Judaic element — actual 
Jews, or proselytes. As elsewhere, so at Rome, this problem 
was felt both in thought and life. It occasioned on the one hand 
much urgent discussion as Co the terms and conditions of manV 
acceptance before a holy God, and the posaihiliiLiea, 
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accepted, of a holy life. And on the olher hand it was pec- 
petuaJly ptesencing itself, in common iaterccutse, in the shop, 
the market, the ordinary meal, with the question whether this or 
that article of food might be eaten without breaking a sacred 
rule, or whether to-day was a lawful day for the doing of 

4. With this complex position at Rome before him, along 
with the consciousness Ihal il was at Rome, and with the ap- 
proaching prospect of a peisonal visit there (little as he foresaw 
kmii that visit would come about), St. Faul shaped his great 
message. As the result, we have an Epistle which shows 
throughout how vividly present to his mind was the Judaic 
problem; how resolved he was on the one hand to assert against 
Judaism a sublime and catholic freedom for the Gospel doctrine^ 
and on the other to emphasize the supreme call to a hfe of loving 
tolerance where the matter was merely an entemal observance, 
or a minor variation in points of view. And again, we have an 
Epbtle which allows us, as to its highest and deepest messages, 
to detach and ignore this particular element, and to read the 
a^ument as the majestic development, serene and apart, of 
'Heaven's easy, artless, unencumber'd plan,' which is also a 
plan deep as ' the mystery hid from ages and generations,' for ihe 
rescue, exaltation, and glorilication in the boundless futUK, of 
the human being. 

5, Some of the greatest literary students of the Epistle, 
Lightfoot and Hort among ihem, have taken it lo be, in a lead- 
ing and ruling sense, a ' conciliatory ' treatise, meant to bear 
mainly upon the true relations of Jew and Gentile as members 
of the one Christian Church. In such a view the eiposition in 
the Epistle of Divine purposes and actions as bearing upon the 
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salvation of the intlividual would be rather incidental «b4* 
secondary than primaTy. To us it seems impossible to read the 
Epistle to the Romans quite thus. When It is studied from 
within its deepest spiritual centre, if we may use the phrase, it 
seems to us that the proportions of its message lie rather the 
other way. Never is the Apostle unconscious of the larger 
aspects of the Christian's life, the claims of the community, the 
relation between varying types of Christian thought and practice 
as they alfect the welfare of Che Body ; thoughts pressed on him 
by the controversy of his day. But his deepest heart is given to 
the purely spiritual problem of the relation of the sinner to the 
eternal rule of righteousness as such, the provision by Divine 
grace of a free welcome for the Cran^ressor in union with his 
Redeemer, the operation in him of the heavenly Spirit as his 
new inward force, and the prospect of the eternal state of holi- 
ness and joy. Not otJy is the question of personal salvation 
not obscured for St. Faul by that of Christian policy ; it con --'^ 
linually transcends it, and appears, when we get a coup £<iit i^l 
the great Epistle, as Che main message of the whole. ^| 

Some Characteristics of the Episde Perhaps the fore- 
going discussion will prepare the reader for a brief summsiy, 
without elaborate eiplanation, of some of the chief features of 
the Epistle. With the one exception of Ephesians (putting 
Hebrews aside, in view of (he insoluble problem of its author- 
ship) it b, of all St. Paul's Epistles, least of a Letter and most 
of a Treatise. The writer is evidently addressing himself al! 
through to topics of the highest order of religions thought, i 
fieE but most genuine succession, Pamgraph risi 
graph, section out of section, in stately while living order;

The Epistolary Element in the New Testament II 
may be oppoitane here to quote s few sentences from Canoi 
T. D. Bernard's DevehpKCHt of the Doajint in the Nim Tesla. 
Win/, the Bampton Lectures for 1S64 :— 'The Prophetsdelivereii 
eraeles lo the people, but the Apostles wrote &««rj (0 Ike brethren^ 
letters characterised by all that fulness of unreserved explana. 
tion, and that play of various feeling, which ate proper to thai 
form of inteicoarse. . . - The fact that the teachiuE of thi 
Apostles is represented by their letters is a peculiarity not onlj 
in comparison with the teaching of the Prophets but witt 
ancient teachir^ in general. ■ . ■ The form adopted in lh< 
N.T. comtnnes the advantages of the treatise and the convecsa- 
tion. The letter may treat important subjects with accuracy anil 
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fulness, bat it will do so in immediate connection with 
life. It is written to meet an occasion. It is addressed to par- 
ticclai states of mind. It breathes the heart of the writer. In 
these respects ic salts well with a period of instruction in 
which the Word of God is to he given to men not so much in 
the way of inibnnation as in the way of education ; or in other 
words, in which the truth is to be delivered not abstractedly but 
with a close relation to the condition of mind of its recipients.' 
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We may accept this Epistle as genuine, on 
purely literary gronnds, withont the slightest misgiving. The 
early evidence of allusions and quotations is ample and 
absolutely unanimous. St. Irensens, in the second centuiy, a 
learned and carelul theologian, often quotes the Epistle. In 
the writings of the Fathers at large no book of the N.T. is 
more frequently quoted. * If the external evidence is inade- 
quate, then we have no adequate evidence that Virgil wrote the 
Georgics, or Horace the Odes, or Augustine the Confessions.' 
And the internal evidence responds to ibis with a profound har- 
mony. 'Ephesiaos,' writes the late Prof. Hort, the last man 
to suppress a doubt if he felt it, ' bears the impress of St. 
Paul's wonderful mind.' We may well say, with the late Dr. 
J, S. Howson, life-long student of St Paul as he was, 'No one 
but St. Paul nm!d have been the writer.' For if not St, Paul, 
then who? Some personality at once great in the loftiest 
spiritual insight and morally low enough to pass off his con!-j 
poMtioD u SL Paul's. Common jeose is the best crit 
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a ase. The human heart is the truest reasonei against the possi- 
bility of fabrication when a writing like this is in question. 

To be sure students have been found, in recent times, to dis- 
crediC the Epistle. Renan {Saint Paul, p. xviii.) coolly calls it 
' a tfiird-rale Epistle,' and takes it for a belated jmilation. 
Place against this S. T. Coleridge's dictum (_Tab2c Tali) : ' One 
of the divinest composi lions of man.' Behind this set the 
verdict of universal Christian thought and feeling, and we 
need not be doubtful of the fact that we have here a veritable 
writii^ of the man who was 'the chosen vessel to bear the 
name' of the Redeemer. 

Date. We may safely place this at some point within the 
two years (Acts xxviiL 30) spent by St. Paul in honourable 
custody at Rome ; very probably about A. D. 62 or 63 {lee fortbet 
below, p. xii.) ; in the latter and rapidly.darkening years of 
Nero's reign, but before the great crisis of open persecution 
(a.D. 68). The conjecture that the imprisonment referred to in 
the Epistle (vi. ig] was thai at Csesaiea (Acts xxiv.) has many 
serious objections. This and the companion Epistles (Fhilip- 
pians, Colossians) seem obviously to belong to a period of 
eminent activity and importance in St. Paul's life and thought. 
And allusions in Philippians to tbe imperial guard and household 
point in almost so many words to Rome. 

Destination. A question of special interest is raised here in 
the case of Ephesians. We have no doubt whatever that 
Romans was written on purpose for the converts at Rome, and 
Philippians for those at Philippi. But we cannot say that 
Ei^esians was foi certain written on purpose for the converts 
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at Ephesus. It is doubtful whether it was, in the strict sense, 
an Epistle Co the EphesJans at all. To be sare, in the A.V. 
the point seems to be settled othenrise; for the title is ' Tlu 
Epislle iff the Ephesians,' and the lirst sentence addresses the 
message ' To the saints -which arc at Efkesvi. ' Bat the margin 
of the R.V. has a note there to the effect that 'MmeBer»'aBcin« 
authorities omit at Ephesns.' This refers to three important 
manuscripts ( (( , B, and ' 67 of St. Paul '). It may be asked 
whether these three have weight against the whole mass of other 
ancient copies. But the reply is that they stand by no means 
alone. Certain early Christian writers, much earlier than any 
of our existing manuscripts, Tettullian and Origen particularly, 
write in a way which shows that in the opening lines of oar 
Epistle they found a problem. There were evidently many 
copies in the second century (and Basil, in the fourth century, 
speaks of these as * the older') which did not contain the words 
'a/£/Aejai'atall; their reading was, 'to the saints v/huhart, 
and to the faithful in Christ Jesus. ' We cannot doubt that this 
was no mere accident ; a reason lay behind it. 

Archbishop Ussher, in the seventeenth century (and in our 
times Bishop Lightfoot developed his thought], suggested the 
solution that the Epistle was written as a Circular Lettir to the 
Missions of Roman Asia. He coojectared (hat copies were 
prepared Uatiing a blank after the words ' which are,' which 
blank was to be filled up for each church — 'at Ephesus,' 'at 
Hierapolis,' etc. This appears very fairly to explain the 
phenomena just described, in manuscripts and Fathers ; the 
mote so if we suppose St. Paul to have addressed the ori_ 
docnmcnt to Ephesus as the mother-city, that it might lie tlasi*. . 
copied for distribution in the Province.

Thus Colossx would have its part and interest in the Cir 
Letter, as well as in that addressed to itself. And it is at 
highly likely that 'the Epistle ><im Laodicta' (Col. iv. ^f^ 
means our * Epistle to the Ephesians.' As a Circular, it wou] 
be first seat to Laodicea, the district'Capital (j« below, p. ixvii, 
and thence to the minor town, Colossx. On the other hand 
the Epistle to the Colossians would have a special interest for 
the district-capital, and so St. Paul directs that it should b« 
read in the assembly there also. 

The 'Epistle to the Ephesians' itself confirms Ussher-s 
theory by the fact that it alone, of St. Paul's Letters, is 
almost entirely devoid of local allusions. Ephesus had been 
for three years (Acts ix. 31) Ihe scene of St. Paul's life and 
labour. Yet not a single greeting to friend or friends at 
Ephesos appears in these six chapters, nor any reference to 
the condition of the Church. 

OccastOD- It may seem difficult, if the character of the 
Binstle is thus abstract, to assign a definite occasion to it. 
But we may find one in the Egi^tle to the Colossiuis, which

so obviously is in close connection, and which is full of Ihs 
local and particular. There (as we explain moie Tally in the 
Introdaction to that Epistle) St. Paul is led (o deal with a type 
of teaching, evidently just then invading the Colossian Mission, 
which gave him great aniiely. tt seems to hive assailed on 
the one hand the Divine gloty of Christ, on the other hand the 
catholicity of the Church, in its absolutely equal embrace of Jew 
and Gentile. With this he is occupied in the Colossian Letter, 
in close arguments and earnest appeals. If we judge ai^ht, 
this local problem su^ested to him a more deliberate and 
extended treatment of the great topic of Christ and the Church, 
in a circular message to the Missions of the Asian Province 
generally. This message (on the hypothesis) was written 
immediately after Colossians, and is what we kriow as the 
Epistle to the Ephesians. The first three of the six chapters 
are, broadly speaking, an expansion (with much new material) 
of the first two chapters of Colossians and part of the third. 
The remaining three are an elaborate development of the 
passages on Christian duty, particularly in respect of home life, 
which follow the more di^matic parts of Colossians. 

The intimate relation between the two Epistles is plain to 
every careful reader. They alone of all the Epistles treat in 
detail of Christ's Headship over tbe Charch [cp. Eph. L 22, 
iv. 15, V. 33. with Col. i. iS, ii. 19). They are closely altin in 
iheir language about the Church as His Body (_!f. Eph. L 23, 
iv. 13, 16, V. 33, 30, with CoL i. 18, 24, ii. 19, and Eph. ii. 
t6,iv. 4, 16, with Col. iu 19, iii. 15). See further their lan- 
guage about the unregeneraie state (Eph. ii. i, j, 13, iv, iS, 
V. 8, with Col. L 13, 31, ii. 13) ; reconciliation (E^h. U. \v>&J 
with CoL i. 20, 2jJ ; redemption (.EpYi, \. 1 W^fti COl.\. 
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the im^ei7 of rool md of structure (Eph. ii. 20, iii. ij, with 
CoL ii, 7) J the old and new man (Eph. iv. 22-34 with CoL iiL 
9, 10); the Divine wrath against sin (Eph, v. 6 with CoU iii. 
6); home-duties (Eph. v. zz-vi. 9 with Col. iii. iS-iv, t); 
'redemption of opportunity' (Eph. v. 16 with Col. iv, 5}; 
spiritual songa (Eph. v. 19 with Col. iii. 16); 'the mystery' 
(Eph. i. 9, ill 3, 4, 9, vi. 19, with Col. i. 26, 27, ii. 2, iv. 3) ; 
and many other topics. It will be observed by the way th&t 
these lines of likeness between the two Epistles are highly 
complicated. This is totally unlike the work of conscious 
fabrication, which would tend to produce a mechanical expan- 
uoo, in just the same order, of the shorter letter in the longer. 
But it is exactly whit might be expected where the same author 
is dealing with various correspondents, at about the same time, 
mindful of diflereni circumstances, but Occupied mainly with ooe 

Rlepaitment of Divine truth, 
auineness. There is no trace of doabt on this subject in~~ 
early Christian literature, from the Hut citations and references 
(in the second century) onwards. No suspicion was ever ei- 
pressed till some seventy years ago, when F. C. Baur of 
TiibingeiJ suggested thai it was a fabricilion of the second 
century, designed to reconcile supposed party strifes in the 
Cburchofthat lime. But Baur'a difficuUicS were all <j /rj>n', 
originating in theories of the origin of Christianity with which 
PfaiU^pians would not square. Even RenaD dismisses them as 
^tiJa. liamack makes no doubt of the pmamctieas <£. lire 
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Epistle. Lightfoot says of Ba.ur'^s discussion; 'I cannot think 
that the mere fact of their having been brought forward by men 
of ability and learning is sufficient to entitle objections of this 
kind to a st^rious refutation,' 

Date. It may be taken as certdn that the Epistle was 
written at Rome during the imprisonment recorded in Acts 
xxyiij. 3a Some scholars indcetl have held (as we have said 
above, p. xvi.) that Oesarea (Acts xxiv. 23-27) was the place 
whence St. Paul wrote this Epistle, and also Ephesians and 
Colossians. Certainly St. Panl was long in prison there as 
well as at Rome, and in xpnelarium (the word rendered by the 
A.V. 'judgment hall,' Acts x«ii. 35, and 'palace,' Phil, i, 13). 
Bat the reasons to the contixuy are strong. The mention of 
'Casar's honsebold' (iv. ii), the anticipation of a coming 
release and visit to Philippi, and the implications, especially in 
chap, i., that the writer was at a centre of the utmost import- 
ance, all point away from Oesarea to Rome. 

The time of writing must thus be placed somewhere witbin 
A.D. 61-63, ■'I'^e or four years later than Romans. 

Under this general dale the farther question rises. At what 
time during the imprisonment in the * hired house ' was the 
Letter written? Was it early or late? Did it precede or follow 
Ephesians and Colossians ? Most schoUis answer in favour of 
a late date. It is urged that the Gospel had evidently made 
much way at Rome already. And it is asttcd. How can the . I 
visit of EpaphrodituE (chaps, li., iv.) be explained if the letter I 
was written soon after St. Paul's coming to Rome? Must not 
the Philippians have had time to hear he w»* \.ViKitiVi «:»*-

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their messenger'a illness at Rome (ii. a6), and to let it be 
known at Rome (Uid.) that tliey had heard of it? But the 
first objection is not material. It is amply clear from Romans 
that the Gospel had made taigc progress at Rome long before 
St. PhoI saw the city. And the case of Epaphroditus, though 
notevroithy, has nothing in it decisive. The Philippians may 
well have anlidp^td the news of St. Paul's arrival at Romei 
and sent their envoy to meet, or even to await, him. Then 
farther, as a positive hint that his arrival, when he wrote, was 
still recent, observe the reference (i. 14) to a marked revival of 
the activity of the Roman Christians in conrucliaH tuitk hit 
imprisonment. Surely this was more likely to take place while 
the imprisonment was still a novel circnmstance in the eyes of 
the converts than when they had grown nscd to it. We may 
add the fact that the Contents of the Epistle ate much more 
akin to the type of Romans than to that of Ephe^ans ; and this 
is enotigh to raise a prcsumptiori that its writing was nearer in 
time to Romans than that of Ephesiars. {Cp., e.g., Phil. iii. 
3-19 with Rom. ii. 28, i. 9, v. 11, li. i, vi. 5, 21, xvi. i3). 
On the whole we may date the Epistle, with much probability, 
A.D. 61 or early 62. 

We refer the reader to remarks made above (p. vii.) on the 
interest and importance of such a date in view of the inquiry 
into the origin of Christianity and into the first beliefs as to the 
person end work of Jesus Christ. 

OccoEion. Here the Epistle speaks clearly. Epaphrodims, 
a leading convert from Philippi, charged with a money gift from 
the Mission, was with the Apostle, and was anxious, for special 
reasons, to return. He had been describing the state of the 
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MiasioD -church to its loving founder ; and St. Paul had leamt 
that, while affection foi himself was warm, and many aspects of 
Christian life at Fhilippi were prosperous, there was a tendencj' 
towards division into parties, or at least into cliques. And at 
Philippi, as everywhere, there was the risk that error might 
invade the early faith of the converts ; there were signs of r 
Pharisaic leaven (i« iii. 3-11), and aD 'Anlinoraian' theoijr 
which was loose on moral duty {lee iii. '3-19)- 

So the letter was generated and produced. It lies before as 
now as one of the most distinctively ieauti/ul of the writiDga 
of the N.T., conveying to tis its treasures of spiritual and 
ethical teacbii:g in a form at once dignified and softened by the 
strong personal affection of the writer for the readers and by hb 
warm pastoral insight into their circumstances and needs. 
Nowhere meanwhile does the self'disclosure of St. Pau! appear 
in fairer forms. The paragraphs ore full of an nnaitificial indica- 
tion of the free play of his own human heart and of the deep secrets 
of his own spiritual life. This Letter, which teaches the theory 
of a ' peace of God which passeth understanding' (iv, 6), is itself 
the best illustration of what it means, as we watch the writer's 
attitude Cowards the trials'of opposition (i. 18), possiblt 
death (L 31, 22], and the straits of poverty (iv. tl, 13). 

Oestiiiatioa. Fhilippi stood near the head of the Archi- 
pelago, in a beautiful region, near to a pass in the Balkans. 
Close to it were fought (B.C. 43) the two consecutive battles in 
which were defeated Brutus and Cassius and, with them, the 
republican oligarchy of Rome, to be succeeded, under Augustus, 
by the imperial system. Augustus later erected the place into a 
' colony,' that is, a military muttra^Vl^ , liamKi cm. 'ftss. -ffsssK

There is no need to re-tell here the vivid story of St. Pan 
first visit to this outpost of Europe (Acts xvi.}, a visit to ; 
dated probably A.D. 52, aboat ten years before the writing of th^^ 
Epistle. In tbe story of the Acts we tind him twice later a[ 
Philippi ; once, in A.D. 57, on the visit to Macedonia, mentioned 
Acts xx. I, when as a matter of course Philippi, thoagh not 
named, was one of his objects^ and again in A.D. 5S, wheo 
(Acts XX. 6) he spent Passover with the Philippians. 

After the Apostolic age, strange to say, we hear little trf 
Philippi. About A.D. 1 10 Ignatius passed throogh it on his way 
from Asia Minor to martyrdom at Rome. Polycarp, Ignatius'a 
friend, afterwards himself maityied, wrote to the PhiUppians his 
one eitant Epistle. But little more is to be said. The site of 
the once busy town and prosperous Mission-cburcb 13 now a 
green pastoral wilderness. 
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Gecuineaess. The evidence is aveiflowing, ia eaily allDdoDg 
njii quotations. Irenseus, Ctemcnt of AlexaiCdria, Tertallian, 
Origcn, writers of the second and third eentiitics, sll qnote 
Colossians as the unquestioned work of St. Paul. Still eailiei 
writers, IgnaLius, Oement of Rome, Theophilns, probably use 
its phraseology. The heretic Mardon (cent- ii.), 'earliest of 
destractiTC critics,* admitted it as Apostolic Only in recent 
times (first in 133S) was any suspicion alleged. And the adverse 
eritidsm, it is quite fair to say, was originated wholly by the 
^ frieri theories of the Tubingen scholus as to the genesis of 
developed Christianity, with which the Epistle did not fit in. 
Its illusions to current alien beliefs, it was thought, betokeoed 
a more advanced state of ' he[etii:al ' teaching than was held to 
be possible so early as A.D. 6z or thereabouts. Such objcclionE, 
it roust be apparent, aie of the sort which spring rather from 
speculative points of view than rigid study of ^ts, and mnlt 
therefore weigh very light against original and universal tradi- 
tion in favour of a writing which has only to be impartially 
'tasted' to be its own best defence. For can it be seriously 
thought that a Letter so hold and free in eipreasioo, and so much 
alive with an intense personality, was the artificial product of an 
age which (on the hypothesis) was one of declining literary 
power, the second century ? Here, as in 3 hundred like cases, 
coromiM sense is a safer decider than a school of students which, 
however learned, is bablc to be hindered \a judgment by attach- 
ment to complex hypotheses. It is interesting to quote a{

Da.W. "^^ "^*^ not hesitate to say that the date of Ephesians 
is the date of Cdlossians. Ste above (p. xix.) the Ubie of 
paiaHe\ phases and topicsi which illustrates the extremely close 
connection of the two Epistles. It is a moral certainty that they 
were written under the sajne general conditions, and about the 
same lime. We may place this Epistle accordingly in A.D. 63, 
or close to that date. And we may safety suppose that Colos- 
sians was written lirst, under the piessute of a special call to 
warn and teach a particular Mission, and that Ephcsians was 
written just after, as a more comprehensive and more deliberate 
message to a whole circle of Missions {see above, p. xviL). We 
quote here some remarks by students of the first rank on 

The Reiation between Colossians and Ephesiaos. Prof, 
Hort, in a lecture at Cambridge, ej!pressed himself as follows : 
'The only key lo the intricacies '[of resemblance and difference] 
'is the supposition that the two ate the work of one author, who 
in the corresponding parts of both was setting forth the same 
leading idea, needing to be modified in range and proportion in 
accordance with special circumstances, and to be variously 
clothed with language accordingly. In this case we can hardly 
speak of one as prior to the other ; both might be the 
products of the same state of mind. Practically, they were 
written tc^lher. The more closely we scrutiniie those parts of 
these Epistles which resemble each other, the more we find the 
stainp of oi^nelit}- and freshness <"i 6i>tA. ...

we find no tangible evidence against St. Paul's anthoiship ; 9 
it wonld be also if we emmined Colussiatis. . . . We find in 
both the impiess of his wonderful mind.' Weiss {Einleilung, 
3&J, M.) wiiies: 'The peculiar aliinit]r of the two Epistles is 
cleared up only on the hypothesis that both are the independent 
but contemporaneous compositions of the same author.' 

DestioatiOD. Colossa: was a small town, situated 100 miles 
east of Ephesus, at a point where Lydia and Phrygin meet, in a 
pass of the CadiDtan mountains, and on the River Lycos 
{'Wolf'),atributary oftheMceander. The site is now a scene 
of ruins, deserted by man ; a neighbouring village, Chonos, is 
the successor of the vanished town. The name in St. Paul's 
lime, and long afterwards, as shown on coins, was certainly 
Coiossx ; later the form Colassse caine in also, and in many 
Greek manuscripts the Epistle is headed ' To the Celassiam.' 

The valley of the Lycus contained two other Mission stations, 
Laodicea and Hierapolis (i» Col. ii. I, iv. 13, 15, iG), 
Laodicea, sorrowfully famoug for the rebuke its ' angel ' 
receives in Rev. iii, 14-23, was a la^e dty, the capital of the 
district. Hierapolis, the birthplace of the Stoic moralist 
Epictetus (ai. about A.D. 120), was, after St. Paul's time, the 
home of the Apostle Philip and his prophetess daughters, 
and about A.o. 13a Its bishop was Fapias, a native of the town, 
a name important in the history of Christian literature. Both 
sites are now wholly ruinoos. The region is volcanic ; a few 
years after the writing of our Epistle Laodicea was terribly 
shalcen by an earthquake, which injured the two other t 
also. The country is 'sprinkled with glacier-like streams 
cascades of limestone.' 
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History of the Colossian Miasioa, For this we are entirely 
dependsnt on ColossUns, Philemon, and Acts. We gather that 
St. Paol was not personally the evangelist of CoIobsec. It must 
always be a question whether he had even seen it when be 
wrote. Certainly the prima facie meaning of chap. ii. I is that 
he had not. Bat Acts xix., xx. show us St. Paul as a three 
years' (probably A.D. 55-57) resident at Ephesus, in the very 
height erf his missionary activity ; and 'all they which dwelt ia* 
(proconsular) ' Asia heard the word.' In other words, in that 
great centre of intercourse for the whole Province, people from 
practically every town found themselves attracted by this 
wonderful Jew who, in the 'school of Tyrannus,' a sort of 
university lecture -room, lent, perhaps, by a friendly scholar of 
that name, was proclaiming the name of a Messiah, and workizig 
wonders in attestation. Soicte of these visitors to Ephesns, 
brought by business or pleasure, and then drawn to Sl Paul, 
would come from Colossic ; we may suppose that Philemon and 
Epaphris were among them. They heard, and believed, and 
went home full of Iheir new faith. And Epaphras (Col. i. 7, iv. 
ia)was commissioned by the Apostle to be missionary- pastor 
of the circle. 

This piobabie account of the entrance of the Gospel at 
Colossie has, like other features of Apostolic work, an 
illustration from modem missions. Not many years ago a 
mountain- valley in the Chinese province of Cheh-kiang was 
evangeliied by a native of one of its vill^es, a schoolmaster. 
He had visited, on private business, the provincial capital, 
Hang-chow. There he saw, over the door of what proved to 
be a Christian preaching-room, an unwonted combination of 
lie hien^lyphic signs of Chinese writing, maldox the unknown 
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OccAsioD of the Epistle. This is easily gathered from 
Epistle itselT. Epaphias had found his way from Colossse 
Rome, and had told St. Paul much about the Mission-church. 
The report had a gieat deal in it to gladden the Apostle. But 
there was one gtave aniiely. At Colossse, as earlier in Galatia, 
the infe.nt Church was invaded by alien teaching. The propa- 
gandists of a doctrine which minimized the greatness of Jesu: 
Christ, emphasized rabbinic restrictions, and also apparently 
inculcated a mystical ' philosophy ' (iu 8) had begun to dislurb 
the converts. The new teachers insisted on circumcision, and 
the observance of Jewish holy days, and 'ordinances' of re- 
striction as to food. They also taught the duty of angel-worship, 
and of a severe bodily asceticism {ii. 16-23) "'''h a view to 
religious purity. Apparently the movement was not openly, or 
perhaps consciously, anCichristian. But beyond question it had 
a tendency to obscure the supreme glory o( the Christ and to 
complicate to the mind and soul the Divine largeness and 
simplicity of H*is promises, and the free action of His Spirit on 
the life. To keep this tendency clear in view will elucidate at 
every step the teaching of the Epistle. 

The exact nature of the ' Coiossian Heresy ' will always be a 
difficult problem. By some, as Lightfoot (whose Essay on it, in 
his Commentary on this Epistle, is a masterpiece) it has been 
pronounced to be a blend of Judaism with the doctrine of the 
Essenes, who held views as to the evil of matter akin to those 
known as Gncslic. If so, the leaching would at once Costsi. «;&. 
oatirora ceremonialism and sugeesvto"*! \iftaa*sVi"it>.«i las)^*?! 
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of the body. Oiheis, as Hort, believe the ' heresy' to have 
been little, if anything, othei than Judaism under a special 
phase, taught by men nominally withic the Church. Our con- 
viction is on the whole with Ijghtfoot. But the subject is too 
complcE for a short discussion. And as to the main points 
raised in the Epistle there is little need of eUboiate balance 
between the views indicated ; in either case it is clear that the 
■heresy' put Jesus Chiist into the background, and obscured 
the profoundly spiritual principle of the Gospel under a growth 
of 'observances.' 

It was thus, in St. Paal's view, a matter of quite vital 
importance. For in his 'Gospel,' Jesus Christ Is everything; 
•the First, and with the last'; the perfect Revelation; the 
Agent of Creation, and its Head ; the sacrifidil Peace of the 
conscience ; the indwelling Life ; the living Head of the Body ; 
the Hope of Glory. Accordingly 'Christianity,' in its essence, 
is the appropriation of Jesus Christ, union with Him, surrender 
to His will and use, existence in His presence, here and here- 
after. The 'Colossian Heresy' was not a variation upon this, 
but the contradiclion to It. 



COMMUNICATION IN THE FIRST CENTURY Jl 

Su Paul's Letters imply abundant means of communication 
between widely distant places. He writes from Corinth to 
Rome, from Rome to Macedonia, to Corinth, to the coast and 
the interior of Asia Minor, with much apparent ease and 
certainty of transmission. And every letter makei familiar 
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sUusioD to visitors aiTiving at his tben abode from gre»t I 
distances, or to friends setting out on long journeys from 
beside bim, over land and sea. All this is of course abundantly 
illustrated in the story of Ihe Acts, where we find him now 
covering long stages by land, sow crossing and re-crossing the 
^g^ean or the Syrian Sea, and Snally making a voyage lo Rome 
from Palestine ; with the shipwreck and a three months' stay at 
Malta ss incidents on the way. 

On the whole the impression given us is of a system of 
communication in the Roman Empire as good as, if not better 
ihan, that which was known in Great Britain up to the eighteenth 
centnry. Till Ihe roads were 'macadamized,' far on in that 
century, our wheel -commnnlcatiocis were extremely slow. In 
the reign of Anne thirty miles a day was looked upon as a 
wonderful modern improvement in pace for heavier vehicles. 
Roads between considerable towns were usually 'wretched,' 
except along the old Roman tracks. As regards water-com- 
muDication, the pace of a ship on the Mediterranean in St. 
Paul's time was about equal, on an average, to that of modem 
vessels generally before the introdqction of sleam. The Empire 
by land was traversed by a system of admirably-made roads, 
connecting the Capital direct with points represented now by 
Cadiz, Calais, Bordeaux, Cologne, Brindisi, Constantinople, 
Salonica, and, reaching across the seas, London, York, Edin- 
bu^h, Smyrna, the interior of Asia Minor, Antioch, Jerusalem, 
Alexandria, and all the centres of population in North Africa. 
Thus travel was largely provided for, and before the opening of 
the Apostolic age free intercourse between the remotest districts 
of the Roman world was becoming (surelv in vlj.f^aTAK»sji«^

the imperial police was not so well organized as might be 
expected, and ' perils of robbers' were common. But so the/ 
were in England itself till not long before the lailwaf period. 

As regains the original form of the letters of St. Paul, wc 
may assume that they were written with a reed pen on long 
scrolls of faper (papyrus), which were then rolled round a stick 
and sealed for conveyance. Waxed tablets, indented by k 
'stylus,' were also ollen used. But this was ordinarily (or 
communications shorter than most of St. Paul's Epistles are. 

Wc gather from the letters themselves that they were scot 
not by any hired agency but in the private care of travelUog 
friends.

Therefore by the deeds 
of the law there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight : for by the law /r Che knowledge of sin. 

But now the righteousness of God without the 
law is manifested, being witnessed by the law and 
IS the prophets ; even the righteousness of God inhich 
is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and upon all them 
that believe : for there is no difference : for all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of God ; being 
justified freely by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus : whom God hath set forth to 
be a propitiation through faith in his blood, to declare 
his righteousness for the remission of sins that are

And being cot weak by Faith 
ID iatth, he considered not hia own body now dead, ive Aa-vc 
when he was about an hundred years old, neither yet Peace 
the deadnesa of Sarah's womb : he staggered not at ihroagb 
the promise of God through unbelief; but was strong Chrii! 
in faith, giving glory to God ; and being fuUy per- 
suaded that, what he had promised, he was able also 
to perform. And therefore it was imputed to him 
for righteousness, u 

Now it was not written for his sake alone, that it 
was imputed to him ; but for us also, to whom it 
shall be imputed, if we believe on him that raised up 
Jesus our Lord from the dead ; who was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised again for our justiS- ■: 



■ Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ ; by whom 
alio we have access by faith into this grace wherein 
we stand, and rejoice in hope of the glory of God. « 

And not only so, but we glory in tribulations also : 
knowing chat tribulation worketh patience ; and 
patience, experience ; and experience, hope : and 
hope maketh not ashamed ; because the love of God 
is shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which >s 

For when we were yet mtViOMt tt.tet\^ii.>'\ 
time Chriat died for the ungod\y. ¥cit atM'aA^^**' I 
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Christ a righteous man will one die : yet peradvencure for a 
died thai good man some would even dare to die. But God 
If might commeodeth his love toward us, in that, while we 

■ live were yet sinners, Christ died for us. Much more 
5 then, being now justiiied by his blood, we shall be 
I saved from wrath through him. For if, when we 
I were CDemiea, we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life. And not only le, 
10 but we also joy in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now received the alone- 
Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin ; and so death passed upon 
■3 all men, for that all have sinned : (for until the law 
sin was in the world : but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had not sinned 
after the similitude of Adam's transgression, who is

But not aa the ofTeuce, so also is the free gift.

For when ye were the serrants of 7" 
sin, ye were free from righteouBness. What fruit 0/ 
had ye then in those things whereof ye are now £ 
ashamed ! for the end of those things is death.

St. Paul, as so often, states an objec' 
don to his doctrine, to answer iC ' If man's salvation is thus 
freely given, and his very sin is an occasion for Divine goodness, 
why not sin on ? ' Answer; 'The freegift is forlhevery purpose 
of our learning the Divine secret of not sinning.* Briefly, that 
secret lies in (aith-uoion with the Redeemer, willingly accepted. 
In union with Him we reap the benefits of His sacrifice, pardon 
and peace. But we are still, when pardoned, in onion with 
Him, not as our dying Sacrifice only, but as our risen Life.

!v. 19. They first met St Paul at Corinth; later accompanied 
him to Ephesus, where they both insiructed ApoUoa in the

17-20 are an 
abrupt closing warning against teacliers whose influence he 
dreads. They seem (ftcm the phrase ' their own belly,' their 
sensual appetites) to have been teachers of a 'spiritual' libei- 
tinism under a Christian guise. See, for a parallel warning, 
Phil, iil 19. 

p. 38, 1. 6. 'Foryour obedience,' etc As if to say, 'you, im- 
Wtc unsuspecting victims of error, are known foryour loyalty to 
the Gospel ; still, I must ca-ution even you ; shnn all familiarity 
with this false wisdom.' 

p. 38, 1. II. 'shall bruise Satan . . . shortly.' Cfi. Gen. iii. 
15. When the final triumph comes the whole previous battle 
will seem to have been 'short.' 

p. 38, 1. 17. 'who wrote this epistle'; obviously as amanu- 
eusis. ItwascxceptionalforSl.Paul to write(iuGBLvL Ii)iu 
autograph. 

p. 38, 1. 19. 'chamberlain'; better, 'treasurer.' It is inter- 
esting to see that this great city oificial did not ijuil his public 
work because of his conversion. 
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p. 38, 1. 23, ' Now to him,' etc This grand Doxology stands 
almost isolated. It is as if St. Paul had now read over bis 
Epistle, or heard it read, and so had been moved to sura up 
its message in this oalbuiat of Ibiuik^viDg. 

p, 38, 1. 26. 'kept secret since the world began'; /iV., 're- 
served in silence during ceooian times' ; the vast past, human 
or pte-human. 

p. 39, 1. I. 'by the scriptures of the prophets'; the great 
vehicle of Apostolic teaching. 

p. 39, 1. 4. ' the obedience of faith ' ; see above on the same 
phrase (In the Greek) i. 5. 

P' 39> '■4. 'be glory.' The Greek reads, ' lo wham be glory ' ; 
which breaks up the construction. May not the Apostle have 
found the links of grammar broken, as it were, by the fervoul 
of the soul ?

It (or equivalents) 
occurs about thirty- five limes, 

P- 39i I' '3- 'iti heavenly places'; lif., 'in the heavenlies,' 
an adjective without a noun. The 'blessing' comes from, and 
leads to, the world of bliss. 

P- 39< l> 14- ' hath chosen ' ; with an ' election ' not arbitrary, 
reasonless, yet conditioned by reasons in God, not in us. 

E' 39t !■ IS- 'that we should be holy,' etc Piiraphrase : 
tt we should stand accepted before the Holy One because 
united to Christ, and so embraced by His special love.'

It is not a little remarkable that in 
certain cemeteries found in modern times at Rome, once used by 
•the household,' many names occur on epitaphs which x^'jew.
